Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honoxir  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1 964. 

Dr,  F,D,P,  Steede  was  your  Medical  Officer  imtil  he  resigned  on  the  31 st 
October,  1964.  The  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  remaining 
months  was  Dr,  George  Cochrane,  who  came  out  of  retirement  to  fill  the  gap. 

This  year  the  Adjusted  Death,  the  Infant  Mortality  and  Stillbirth 
Rates  are  all  below  the  National  Average,  The  Adjusted  Birth  Rate  is 
again  below  the  National  Average. 

The  water  imdertaking  is  administered  by  the  North  Derbyshire  Water 
Board,  Results  of  sampling  are  sent  regularly  to  this  office  and  the 
olosest  co-operation  has  been  maintained. 

Of  the  few  notifiable  diseases  notified  during  the  year,  measles 
was  the  most  prevalent  and  most  of  these  cases  occurred,  as  would  be  expected, 
in  the  5 “ 6 year  age  group.

The  Medical  Director  to  the  Ifiiit  comments  that  the  small  numbers  involved 
rendered  comparisons  of  tuberculous  incidence  rates  with  those  in  other  surveys 
unreliable,  but  the  lack  of  positive  results  suggests  that  future  surveys  will 
have  to  be  held  at  longer  intervals  and  the  time  saved  used  in  visiting  more 
productive  industrial  areas. 
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All  the  abnormal  cases  were  referred  to  their  own  doctors,  the  majority  for 
further  investigations  at  chest  clinics  in  the  Sheffield  area,  because  the 
transport  facilities  were  more  convenient  for  visiting  that  area  rather  than 
Stockport  or  Buxton, 

A total  of  2,207  meals  were  provided  to  the  elderly  and  infirm 
during  the  year.  This  most  useful  service  is  provided  by  the  W,V.S,,  and 
the  meals  are  cooked  in  the  canteen  of  Messrs,  Perodo  Limited,  My  most 
grateful  thanks  are  due  to  them. 

Dr,  Steede  and  Dr,  Cochrane  have  asked  me,  on  their  behalf  to  thank 
all  members  of  the  Council,  the  Officers,  and  the  General  Practitioners  for 
their  help  and  kindness  during  the  year.  In  particular  they  would  like 
to  thank  Mr,  Colston  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyalty  and  co-operation,

(d)  Before  being  brought  into  use  all  new  mains  were  washed  out,  sterilized, 
and  samples  taken  to  ensure  satisfactory  bacteriological  and  physical 
results, 

IMsatisfactory  bacteriological  results  on  samples  from  Moorlands  Reservoir, 
Birch  Vale  led  to  its  removal  from  service  to  facilitate  cleaning. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  other  form  of  post  treatment 
contamination. 

Monthly  reports  of  current  Bacteriological  and  Physical  results  on 
treated  waters  were  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

It  is  the  established  policy  of  the  District  Council  to  constinict  one 
public  convenience  per  year  to  cater  for  the  increasing  tourist  popularity 
of  the  High  Peak,  a large  portion  of  which  is  in  the  Peak  National  Park, 

It  is  salutary  to  note,  and  a depressing  comment  on  youthful  standards  of 
behaviour  that  the  damage  to  these  conveniences  is  regular  and  considerable. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  parishes  of  Chapel-en-le-Prith  (including  Dove  Holes),  Chinley, 
Hayfield,  Charlesworth,  Castleton,  Hope,  Bamford,  Edale  and  the  hamlets  of 
Simmondley  and  Barber  Booth  are  provided  with  sewerage  schemes. 

Dijring  the  autimin,  the  main  disposal  works  for  Chapel-en-le-Prith  were 
completed  and  brought  into  operation. 


An  ejector  station  for  a high  level  area  of  Dove  Holes  was  completed 
in  January,  I964.  This  replaced  a length  of  suspended  sewer  damaged  in 
the  severe  frost  of  1962/63.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960 

The  above  Act  which  came  into  operation  on  29th  August,  I960  is 
administered  in  close  collaboration  with  the  two  Local  Planning  Authorities. 

There  were  47  caravan  sites  at  the  31 st  December,  1 964  containing 
173  caravans. 

Of  these,  31  sites  containing  I56  caravans  were  entirely  used  for 
week-end  and  holiday  purposes,  16  sites  containing  17  caravans  were  in 

use  as  residential  accommodation.  The  effect  of  administration  of  the 
Act  has  been  to  seciare  a reduction  in  the  number  of  sites  and  those  qualifying 
for  licences  all  comply  with  standard  conditions.  There  remains  sites 

used  for  caravans  and  tented  accommodation  for  casual  periods;  the  former 
for  28  days  in  aggregate  in  twelve  months,  and  the  latter  for  not  more  than 
2f2  consecutive  days  or  60  d^s  in  aggregate  in  one  year.  It  is  well  under- 
stood by  members  that  normally  there  is  no  legislative  control  over  such 
limited  use  and  this  is  merely  mentioned  as  an  explanation  why,  at  holiday 
periods  especially,  many  fields  not  licensed  specifically  have  caravans  and 
tents  in  scattered  situations  in  excess  of  the  number  licensed  in  a village. 

Nevertheless,  where  an  excessive  number  of  tents  appear  in  fields,  as 
sometimes  happens  at  holiday  periods  and  obviously  ill-equipped  so  that  the 
elements  of  hygiene  are  ignored,  then  a complaint  to  the  Justices  in  terms 
of  Section  268,  Public  Health  Act,  1936  should  follow.

Refuse  Collection 


Refuse  from  most  premises  in  the  Rural  District  is  collected  once 
weekly  and  disposed  of  at  strategic  disposal  points.  The  incentive  bonus 
scheme  introduced  in  1960  has  continued  to  achieve  good  results. 
Consequently,  very  regular  removal  of  refuse  from  premises  remains  the  rule 
and  an  indication  of  the  efficiency  of  the  service.

Legal  proceedings 

It  was  necessary  to  institute  legal  proceedings  on  two  occasions  during 
the  year.  One  in  respect  of  non-compliance  with  an  Abatement  Notice,  resulted 
in  an  Order  being  made  by  the  Magistrates  which  was  subsequently  complied  with. 
The  other,  a Building  Byelaw  contravention  prosecution,  resulted  in  an  Order 
being  made  to  comply  with  the  Byelaws  and  remedial  work  wa^  duly  carried  out. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Peats  Act,  ^9l^^ 


By  the  co-operation  of  a neighbouring  Authority  the  seirvicea  of  a 
rodent  operative  are  used  part  time  to  treat  all  infestations  in  the  area. 

It  was  only  necessary  to  treat  the  sewers  once  during  the  year,  as  most 
systems  were  found  to  be  completely  clear  of  infestation. 

In  a total  of  870  properties  inspected  dxn*ing  the  year  173  treatments 
were  made  by  the  operative,  a charge  being  made  for  the  service  at  all  trade 
pranises. 

Swimming  Pools

The  Hayfield  pool  is  filled  with  water  from  a moorland  stream. 

Treatment  is  by  slow  sand  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas,  the  water 
being  changed  once  every  two  weeks. 

The  Bamford  pool  is  filled  from  a private  spring  supply  and  treatment  is 
by  a Bell*s  plant,  including  pressure  filter  and  injection  of  chlorine  gas. 

Both  pools  were  sampled  during  the  season  and  all  samples  taken  from 
inlet  and  outlet  ends  were  satisfactory.

Clean  Air  Act,  1956 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  most  of  the  industrial  premises  now  have 
plant  capable  of  compliance  with  the  Act  and  no  complaints  were  received 
during  the  year  in  respect  of  premises  to  which  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
applies. 

No  applications  were  received  for  prior  approval  under  Section  3,  of 
the  above  Act, 

During  the  year  under  review  close  liaison  was  maintained  on  the  problem 
of  smoke  emission  from  scheduled  industries  between  officers  of  the  public 
health  authority  and  the  Alkali  Inspectorate. 


National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution 

An  area  of  the  Rxaral  District  has  been  selected  as  a control  point  in 
the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution.  Two  testing  Stations  have  been 
established,  one  in  the  centre  of  Hayfield  and  another  at  Kinder  Filter  House, 
Both  Stations  measure  daily  the  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution  occurring  and 
the  readings  commenced  in  December,  1 964,  A year*  s figures  ?d.ll  be 
published  in  the  report  for  1965.
